BUG PUZZLERS 

A clump of mini balloons on 
strings, a collection of green 
marbles with black markings, a 
length of barbed wire wrapped 
round a tree trunk - Africa’s 
bug world has some weird- 
looking sights. Can you guess 
what these three really are? 



AThe 'balloons' are really the eggs of a 
lacewing. The female touches the underside 
of a leaf with the tip of her abdomen, then 
lifts it to draw out a sticky fluid which 
hardens in the air. Then she lays an egg on 
top of the hard stalk. Spacing 
them out like this protects the 
eggs from being visited by a 
female parasitic wasp. The wasp 
lays her eggs inside other eggs, 
but avoids the lacewing's eggs, 
choosing instead ones that have 
been laid straight on to a leaf. 



► The 'green marbles' are 
the egg cases of shield bugs. 
When the nymphs are ready 
to hatch, they push open the 
curved escape hatch.

In southern Europe the summers are 
very hot and there is little rain. The 
rain comes during the winter months, 
but even then it's often warm. It never 
really gets cold, except in some of the 
taller mountains. 

The hot summers are too dry for 
broadleaved trees or large areas of 
grassland. The trees that are common 
here are 

evergreens with 
tough, waxy 
leaves that 
release very little 
water into the 
air, such as olive 
trees and 
citruses. Wide 
areas are covered 
with short trees of this kind and low 
woody shrubs. This scrubby sort of 
plantlife is called 'maquis'. In the 
spring, it is a riot of colour as flowers 
such as daffodils, crocuses and tulips 
come into bloom.

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Much of southern Europe is made up 
of three large peninsulas. The one in the 
west is the Iberian peninsula. Its 
coastline is steep and rocky in places, 
low and swampy in others. Inland, it is 
made up mostly of plateaux, scarred by 
deep river valleys. There are mountain 
ranges in the south and centre and the 
whole peninsula is separated from the 
rest of Europe by the peaks of the 
Pyrenees mountains. 

Mouflons live in 
small flocks. Each 
is led along the 
rough and steep 
mountainsides by 
an old ewe.

To the east is the Italian peninsula. 
Running along its eastern side is the 
Apennine chain of mountains, whose 
slopes are covered with forests of beech 
and chestnut trees. In the north is a vast 
plain which the River Po runs through. 

Finally, there is the Balkan peninsula. 
Most of this is wild and mountainous 
and there are two huge valleys running 
north to south through the middle of 
it. Along the coast, there are dozens 
of little islands and inlets. 

The birdlife of southern 
Europe is more varied and 
colourful than that seen 
further north. Hoopoes, 
golden orioles and rollers 
are a common sight. 

Many of the birds are 
summer visitors 
from Africa.

Many birds are on their way to 
Scandinavian and Arctic summer 
feeding grounds, and these southern 
European lands just happen to be on 
their flight-path. 

Europe's Mediterranean coastline is 
long and has many quiet bays and 
islands. At one time, these were home 
to many species of seal and sea turtle. 
More recenrly, these creatures have had 
to make way for the millions of 
tourists that visit the area each year. 

The habitat in some parts of 
southern Europe is dry and scrubby. 
This makes an ideal home to an 
abundance of insects and reptiles. 

There are geckos, lizards, snakes, 
terrapins and tortoises; there's even a 
chameleon. Running about in the same 
scrub are mammals such as genets.
